HE CINCINNATI REDS have had some great center fielders through the years 

but 21-year-old Vada Pinson served notice in his first full season (1959) that 

he is a worthy successor to his illustrious predecessors. 

Pinson scored 131 runs, most ever by a Red centerfielder, eclipsing “Dummy” 
Hoy’s mark of 120 set in 1896; his 205 hits were the most by a Red centerfielder since 
Cy Seymour made 219 in 1905. (Pinson and Seymour are the only two Red center- 


fielders ever to make “200 hits.”) 


The mercury-footed Pinson’s 330 total bases bettered Seymour’s 325 in 1905 and 


Gus Bell’s 320 in 1953. 


Vada’s .316 batting mark was the best since KiKi Cuyler hit .326 in 1936. His 21 
stolen bases was the best since Ethan Allen pilfered 21 in 1929. 

The California youngster, by way of Memphis, Tenn., drove in 84 runs. Only 
Red centerfielders to better this RBI mark were Seymour, 119 in 1905; Bell, 105 in 
1953, 104 in 1955, 101 in 1954; Edd Roush, 90 in 1920 and 88 in 1923, and Bell 


equalled it with 84 in 1956.

A series of bad breaks plagued hard-working Joe Nuxhall in 1959. 

Pitching against the White Sox in Tampa he attempted to pick Callison off first and 
twisted his left knee. He was out of the lineup for two weeks. 

During the season he pitched a 2-0 shutout on May 14 over Chicago in cold 
weather and hurt his left elbow and he was out of the game until May 28. On August 
4th he injured his right knee, wrenching and cutting it, while sliding into second base. 
He remained in the game. 

Joe was bothered by the knee but kept pitching, but on August 24 entered Christ 
Hospital in Cincinnati with blood poisoning and stayed until September 3. 

Joe was 9-9 for the 1959 Reds despite all his tough breaks and has won 83 while 
losing 73 for Cincinnati. He tied a major league record in 1959 by striking out four 
batters in one inning against Milwaukee on August 11th, sixth inning. 

Joe is the youngest player ever to appear in a major league game. Back on June 10, 
1944, Nuxhall pitched against the St. Louis Cardinals almost two months before his 
16th birthday. 

Nuxhall was the top lefty in the league in winning percentage in 1955 with .568 
(17-12) and topped the loop in shutouts with five.

Cal McLish posted the second best winning percentage in the American League in 
1959, 19-8 record for a .704 percentage. He was on the American League All-Star team 
and saved the second game (95-3 score), pitching the last two innings. He was second in 
the American League in wins with 19. 

In 1958 Cal was also one of the American League’s outstanding pitchers with 16-8. 

Hal Lebovitz, the Cleveland writer declared: 

“Because he’s not terribly fast, he often is downgraded, but never, never, by the 
hitters in the league. And if you think he’s not a great competitor, let me tell you that 
of his 19 wins, six were against the Yanks and four against the White Sox.” 

He was the best bunter on the Indians with nine sacrifice bunts. 

Cal was signed by Brooklyn Dodgers in 1944 as an 18-year-old. He was in 23 games 
with the Dodgers (3-10) before going into the Army in August of 1944 until July 4, 1946, 
missing the entire 1945 season and most of the 1946 campaign, appearing in only one 
game. 

On May 3, 1947, he was traded to Pittsburgh, but only pitched one inning for 
the Pirates. 

McLish pitched five innings for the Bucs in 1948 and was also with Indianapolis 
(12-9), and in December of 1948 was traded to Chicago Cubs. 

Was in only eight games (1-1) with ’49 Cubs (also with Los Angeles in Coast League). 

Cal was 20-11 with Los Angeles in 1950 and moved up to Cubs in 51. In his only full 
season in National League he was 4-10 with Cubs (top winner on Cubs had eleven). 


Ambidexterous, altho hasn’t pitched lefty since the war . . . one of seven children.

: Jim O’Toole, handsome young southpaw hurler, spent the entire 1959 season with 
Cincinnati, only his second year in pro ball. Jim won five and lost eight but copped 
three of his last four decisions. One of the wins being a 5-0, five hit shutout on August 27 
over the Chicago Cubs. 

Paul Florence, Assistant to the Reds’ General Manager, signed O’Toole to a three 
year contract on December 23, 1957. Phil Seghi and Buzz Boyle had scouted him and 
were very high on the youngster. Boyle saw O’Toole pitch Wisconsin to a 2-0 win over 
Notre Dame and called him “one of the finest college pitchers I’ve seen in a long time.” 

He had 15 strikeouts on three different occasions in his only Varsity year at Wisconsin 
and elbowed a one-hitter against Great Lakes. He was 3-4 for the Badgers. 

In his first year of pro ball, 1958, Jim won 20, lost eight for Nashville with a 2.44 
ERA. He led the league in complete games, 21; tied for most wins, 20; pitched the 
most innings, 280; tied for strikeout lead, 189; was picked on the All Star team; was 
named to the Double “A” All-Star team; was named “Minor League Player of the 
Year” by the Sporting News; and received the Minor League Achievement Award. 

He is the son of Chicago policeman Bill O’Toole.

Bob Purkey, who won 17 games for the 1958 Reds, added 13 victories in ’59, his 
second season with the Cincinnati club since coming from Pittsburgh in December of 
1957 in exchange for Don Gross. Purkey numbered the strong Milwaukee Braves as 
his victims on four occasions. 

The handsome righthander, who was selected on the 1958 National League All-Star 
team, again displayed excellent control, walking but 43 men in 218 innings in 1959. 

Bob made his pro debut in 1948 with Greenville where he had a sensational 19-8 
record and threw a no-hitter against Dothan. 

Purkey moved up to the Pirates in 1954 and won three and lost eight After being 
with Pittsburgh and New Orleans in 1955, the big righthander was counted on by the 
Bucs for 1956 but a wrenched knee sustained in Spring training hampered him. He was 
optioned to Hollywood and posted a 3.36 ERA for the Stars. 

He was 11-14 for the 1957 Pirates before coming to Cincinnati for the 1958 season 
when he posted a 17-11 card for the Reds. Bob hit a grand-slam homer on August 1 off 
Buzzhardt of Chicago (1959).

_ The Cincinnati Reds obtained Bill Henry, called “the best lefthanded relief pitcher 
in the National League the past two years,” from the Chicago Cubs in the December 
6, 1959, trade, 
i, “We knew all about Henry and wanted him,” said Yankee manager Casey Stengel. 
He’s a much better pitcher now than he was when I used to see him with the Red Sox. 
Then he was a thrower, now he knows what he is doing.” 

During the 1959 season Henry appeared in 65 games for the Cubs, which tied for 
the league leadership, and posted an outstanding 2.69 ERA. 

Bill won nine and lost eight and saved fifteen games for Chicago. Five of those saves 
were against the San Francisco Giants. He was 2-1 vs. Los Angeles, giving up seven 
runs in 24 innings and he permitted the Milwaukee Braves five earned runs in 20 
innings. In 184 innings in 1959, Henry walked only 26 batters, 

Bill attended the University of Houston for one year where he played basketball. 

He was signed to a professional contract without having played any regulation hard 
ball. Bill didn’t play high school baseball or sandlot baseball—just softball. 

In the off-seasons, Bill works for the Champion Paper and Fibre Company in 
Houston, working in quality control and lab work.

Vada Pinson, sensational 21-year-old speedster, had one of the greatest all-around 
seasons ever turned in by a player in his first full major league season. Vada’s part-time 
stay with the 1958 Reds was just barely over the minimum needed to be still classed as 
a rookie. The exciting youngster played in every one of his club’s 154 games, Jed the 
majors in doubles (47) and runs scored (131), tied a major league record by making 
“900-or-more-hits” first full season in the major league (205). He set a new all-time 
record for doubles by a Cincinnati Red in one season and his 131 runs set a Red record 
for most runs in one season since 1900. 

The well-mannered, modest Vada led the Red players in batting (.316), games 
played (154), at bats (648), runs (131), hits (205), total bases (330) doubles (47), 
triples (9), stolen bases (21), and tied Bell and Kasko for longest batting streak of 
the season by a Red—15 games. 

The lefthanded Pinson, along with playing a sensational game in center field, batted 
354 against lefthanded pitching and .301 against righthanders; after the All-Star 
game he batted .332 (he was picked on the National League All-Star Game squad) ; 
batted .424 vs, Los Angeles; .340 against Pittsburgh; .326 against Milwaukee; .309 
vs. Frisco. 

Pinson, one of the nicest youngsters ever to wear the Cincinnati uniform, attended 
McClymonds (same school as Frankie Robinson) High in Oakland, Cal., where he 
played three years of baseball. Vada was named to the All-Star team as a pitcher in his 
senior year. Red Scout Bobby Mattick saw him play first base and signed him to a 
contract with the Cincinnati organization. His first season, after high school (1956), 
he stole 16 bases in 75 games for Wausau while batting .278 as a first baseman. His 
first pro hit was a home run. . ; ; 

Vada was named “The Most Valuable Player” in the Class C California League in 
1957, his first full season, playing outfield for Visalia.

Big, powerful Ed Bailey is described by many baseball observers as “the best defen- 
sive catcher in the National League.”

Ed batted .264 in 121 games for the Reds in 1959. 

Bailey was off to a slow start in 1959 but batted .293 after the All-Star game and .352 
during the month of September. 

The 28-year-old Bailey was the starting catcher for the National League All-Star 

team in 1956 and 1957, 
_ Bailey won All-State honors in basketball and baseball at Rush Strong High in 
Strawberry Plains and earned a scholarship to the University of Tennessee. Ed withdrew 
after his freshman year and was signed at a bonus figure by Red Scout Paul Florence, 
now Assistant to the General Manager. He was signed in November of 1949 and was 
sought after by 13 major league clubs. ‘ 

In 1956 Bailey batted .300 for the Reds; hit 28 home runs (a new club record for 
Cincinnati catchers); drove in 75 runs; appeared in 118 games; was named “Sopho- 
more of the Year;” named catcher on the UP National League All-Star team; hit two 
erand-slam homers; hit two pinch-hit homers; led the major league pinch-hitting with 8 
for 13 for .615; hit three homers in one game vs. Brooklyn, June 24, 1956; and hit five 
in three games off Brooklyn.

Fireballing young Jay Hook was recalled from Seattle on July 13 and had a 5-5 
mark for Cincinnati. Before joining Cincinnati, Jay had won ten while losing seven 
with a fine 2.96 ERA for Seatile in the Coast League. 

After joining the Reds he made his first start on July 18 allowing Chicago only a 
home run by Altman in a 5-], six hit, victory. In his next outing, July 24, he was leading 
the Phils, 1-0, in the ninth when Sawatski homered with one on to hand him a 2-1 defeat. 
August 2 he pitched 624 innings and Brooks Lawrence the rest to combine on a 2-0 
win over the Cubs. After dropping his next two decisions he threw a five hitter at St. 
Louis on August 21 for a 2-1 win. Complete game wins, 6-4, on August 29 over St. Louis 
and Sept. 5 over Milwaukee made his record 5-3. He lost his last two decisions. 

Hook was signed to a bonus contract with Cincinnati on August 17, 1957 and joined 
the club on September 2, 1957. He was signed for one of the largest bonuses ever paid a 
pitcher in the major leagues. Phil Seghi and Dale McReynolds scouted Jay, who was 
sought after by practically every major league club. 

Jay was a football quarterback, a baseball guard and a pitcher-shortstop for Grays- 
lake, Il]., Commercial High before graduating in 1954. He struck out 188 in 91 innings 
in his senior year as he won ten and lost four. 

Hook had completed three years of college work at Northwestern University in the 
Mechanical Engineering School when he signed with the Reds. He has been furthering 
his education during the off seasons, graduating in 1959 and now working on Masters. 

Hook was a regular guard on the Northwestern basketball team as a sophomore and 
junior. He pitched for the Varsity as a sophomore and also as a junior when the Wild- 
cats won the Big Ten title. 

Mrs. Hook was the 1956 Homecoming Queen at Northwestern.

Asked to compare the best fielding shortstops in the major leagues today, Jimmy 
Dykes, Detroit manager and a veteran who has seen most of the great ones, declared 
“There are several real good fielding shortstops today but I’ll say that the Roy McMillan 
I saw day in and day out during my years with the Cincinnati Reds was as fine a short- 
stop as I’ve ever seen, anywhere, anytime. I’ve never seen anyone who could go into the 
hole between short and third, field the ball and throw the runner out like Roy does. 

Roy was picked as the shortstop on THE SPORTING NEWS 1959 NLL. All-Star 
Fielding Team, selected by the players. This was the third consecutive year he has re- 
ceived this award. 

Roy was off to one of the finest batting seasons of his career in 1959 when beset with 
injuries. He had hit nine home runs at All Star time. 

McMillan attributes his new found batting prowess to the coaching of Wally Moses. 

Roy broke a bone on the back of his right hand at St. Louis on June 14. He played a 
few innings at short on July 21 and started his first game after the injury on July 28 
when his single won the game with St.Louis. 

However, on August 11, he suffered a fracture of the-left clavicle and was out for the 
season, going on the disabled list on August 15, 1959. 

In 1958 Roy led the N.L. shortstops in fielding with .980. It was the third consecutive 
year he led the league shortstops. Mac was the starting shortstop for the N.L. in the 
All-Star game in 1956 and 1957 and in 1956 was “The Most Valuable Cincinnati Player,” 
selected by the Cincinnati Writers. 

McMillan never played baseball until he attended a Cincinnati Tryout Camp at 
McKinney, Texas. Roy’s home town of Bonham, Texas didn’t have a baseball team and 


he only played softball.

Outfielder Tony Gonzalez trained with the Reds this spring (1960) while on the 
roster of the Cincinnati club’s Havana farm club. The powerful southpaw swinger made 
such a fine showing that he was moved to the Reds’ roster. 

In 1959 with Havana, Gonzalez was voted “the most improved player in the Inter- 
national League”; picked second in the league as the best defensive outfielder and also 
for the best throwing arm; and was selected as one of the four best outfielders in 
the league. 

The 23-year-old was known as “Little Dynamite” around the league. He hit the first 
home run ever hit over the right field fence in Havana Stadium’s history. The young 
Haitian’s blast cleared the bleachers about 450 feet from home plate. 

Tony led the International League in triples with 16 in 1959, batted .300, hit 20 
home runs and drove in 81. 

Gonzalez made his pro debut in 1957 but was plagued with misfortune. With Wausau, 
batted .342 in 14 games before he took sick. When he recovered he was switched to 
Hornell and in the 86 games there hit 22 home runs. 

In 1958 with Havana batted .265 in 135 games with eleven homers. 

Cincinnati Scout “Buzz” Boyle, after watching Gonzalez play for the Cubans, said, 
“Tony is a big league outfielder defensively right now. He has a great arm. In fact, you 
have to rate his arm with Willie Mays’. He’s a very good hitter and can hit the ball 
for a long distance. He’s an excellent prospect.” 

Gonzalez displayed uncanny defensive skill. During one game last summer with 
Havana, which won the Little World Series, Gonzalez fielded a ball in the right field 
corner of center field, whirled and in one motion whipped the ball to third base to nail 
the runner by a step.

Frank Robinson was named “The Most Valuable Cincinnati Player of 1959” by 
the Cincinnati Chapter of the Baseball Writers Association. 

Frankie was the first baseman on LOOK MAGAZINE’s major league All American 
team of 1959. “Robby” scored more runs than any N.L. first baseman (106); hit more 
homers (36); drove in more runs (125); his .311 mark was only six points behind 
em s .317 figure; he had more total bases (315) and highest slugging percentage 
_ Frank was sixth in the N.L. in batting; fourth in homers; second in RBI's; seventh 
in doubles (31) ; fifth in runs (106) ; was first in being hit by pitches (8) ; fourth in total 
bases and slugging percentage. 

Robinson, who was named on the N.L. All Star squad, has hit a total of 134 home 
runs for the Reds which is the all-time Cincinnati record for a righthanded hitter in 
Red career—Ernie Lombardi held the mark (120) until this past year. Frank also set 
a new Cincy slugging percentage for a righthand batter in one season (.583), eclipsing 
Harry Heilman’s mark of .577 set in 1930. 

Frank made five hits on August 14 and on five occasions had four hits in one game. 
He had a grand slam homer; batted .361 vs. Pittsburgh; .357 vs. Chicago; .347 vs. L.A.; 
.301 vs. Milwaukee, and .338 vs. Phils. 

Robby hit 31 home runs for the 1958 Reds (third in the league) and was eighth in 
RBI’s (83), slugging percentage (.504) and runs (90). 

; He had a tremendous second half, belting 23 home runs after the All Star Game, 
with 60 RBI’s in 80 games after the All-Star tilt while batting .287 during this time. 
He stole ten bases in eleven tries. He was named on the 1958 SPORTING NEWS’ N.L. 
All Star Fielding team as the left fielder, selected by the league players. 

Tn 1956 he was the unanimous choice for “N.L. Rookie of the Year” honors as he hit 
38 home runs to tie the all time major league record for a first year player. 


He was named “Sophomore of the Year” in 1957. 


Frank, youngest of eleven children, attended McClymonds High in Oakland where 
as a junior he was a basketball teammate of Bill Russell, who was a senior at the time. 


He was signed by Scout Bobby Maitick.

Pitcher Claude Wilson Osteen (OH-steen)

Claude Osteen, 20-year-old lefthand pitcher, was one of the finest pitchers in the 
Pacific Coast League in 1959 as he fashioned a brilliant 2.98 ERA for Seattle. The 
youngster was the original hard-luck guy as he posted an 8-12 mark. He struck out 155 
batters in 193 innings and walked only 78. He lost a 1-0, two 2-0 and a 4-0 game. He 
had a 10-strikeout game, two elevens and a 13. 

The youngster was signed by Scout Buzz Boyle on July 2, 1957, after one of the 
most hotly-contested battles ever staged for the services of a youngster in the Cincinnati 
area. 

Claude compiled an unbelievable 16-0 record for Reading High School (a Cincin- 
nati suburb), striking out 221 batters in 103 innings, He had a phenomenal 0.13 ERA. 

Claude joined the Reds on July 3, 1957, and pitched on July 6 at St. Louis. He was 
in three games with the Reds before going to Nashville where he appeared in seven 
games (1-1 record). 

The very personable southpaw burned up the Class B Northwest League in 1958, 
pitching for Wenatchee. In 22 games, Claude had 15 complete jobs in 17 starts, won 14, 
lost four; in 151 innings struck out 174 and waiked but 67 with a 3.04 ERA. Claude 
was on his way to breaking all the league’s pitching records when he was moved to 
Seattle on July 19, 1958.

On July 3, 1959, Brooks Lawrence hurled three scoreless frames in a 5-1 Cincinnati 
setory over Philadelphia and received credit for his first “save” of the season. Brooks, 
who came to the Reds on January 31, 1956, along with Sonny Senerchia from the St. 
Louis Cards for Jackie Collum, was used exclusively in the bullpen the remainder of 
‘Re season. From July 3rd on, Lawrence saved ten games and won four while losing four. 
In stretch of eight appearances and a total of 1524 innings, he didn’t allow an 
=arned run. 

From July 3rd on he pitched in 431% innings and gave up 17 earned runs, walked 
only eight and struck out 27. 

__ Lawrence won 19 games for the 1956 Reds and 16 in 1957. In 1956 he won his first 
13 in a row and was selected on the 1956 National League All-Star team. 

In June of 1954, St. Louis called Brooks up from Columbus, Ohio, and for the 
remainder of the season won 15, lost six and had a 3.74 ERA. 

Lawrence had no inkling he was troubled with an ulcer until shortly after the close 
of the ’54 season. He was pronounced cured of his ulcer after the 1955 campaign. 

Brooks attended Miami, Ohio, University at Oxford, Ohio, two years.

Jerry Lynch blasted 17 home runs and drove in 58 in 379 at-bats for the 1959 
Cincinnati Reds. Jerry had a .462 slugging mark and a batting average of .269. The 
powerful southpaw had 7 for 19 as a pinch-hitter for a mark of .368. 

He was especially rough on San Francisco (.378) and St. Louis (.377) pitching. 

Lynch led the Reds in batting in 1958 with a mark of .312. 

The willingness of Gabe Paul to gamble paid great dividends with Lynch. Panl 
drafted Lynch off the Hollywood roster on December 3, 1956. Lynch had batted only 
.158 for Pittsburgh in 1956 and appeared in 19 games with 19 at-bats. However, this 
wasn’t the big gamble. In the spring of 1956 Lunch was lifting a trunk from the back 
of a car and pulled something under his right (throwing) arm. He had to have his arm 
in a sling for two weeks and was hampered through the 1956 season. 

Paul believed Lynch’s arm condition could be cured and felt his tremendous bat 
was worth the gamble. 

Lynch hit well all during the °58 season and on August 8 was hitting .296 when he 
was inserted into the regular lineup against all types of pitching. 

The likeable Lynch hit .329 for Greenville in his pro debut in 1950 with the Yankee 
organization, After serving in the Army (February 12, 1951-February 12, 1953), Jerry 
continued his great hitting as he led the Piedmont League (B) in batting with a .333 
mark for Norfolk. 

Pittsburgh drafted Lynch off the Kansas City roster on November 30, 1953. 

Lynch, one of 13 children, has a brother who studied for the priesthood in Rome.

Willie Jones came to the Reds from Cleveland on July 1, 1959 and turned in a fine 
job the remainder of the season. In 72 games with Cincinnati, Willie drove in 31 runs. 
With the Phils and Cincy combined in the N.L. in ’59, Jones drove in a total of 55 runs. 
He played a fine defensive game for the Reds. 

“Jones has a great pair of hands,’ Manager Fred Hutchinson stated, “and a big 
factor often overlooked about Willie is the fact that he drives in the important runs.” 

A graduate of Laurel Hills High School (N.C.) in 1943, Willie put in 30 months 
in the Navy before coming back home to create quite a stir in semi-pro circles with his 
brilliant play. He batted .307 for Terre Haute in 1947 after being signed by Philadelphia. 
He also played in 18 games for the Phils that year. , 

Willie took over as the Phils regular third baseman on Opening Day in 1949, a post 
he held until 1959.

Second Baseman Alfred Manuel “Billy” Martin

Billy Martin, the slender, dark-haired, fiery second baseman acquired from Cleve- 
land on December 15, 1959, is one of the most colorful and aggressive players ever to 
compete in the American League. 

“Martin,” says Jim Turner, the former Yankee coach, “is a real competitor. He 
makes the double play as good as any second baseman because you can’t budge him as 
he doesn’t scare.” 

Billy led the American League second basemen in fielding in 1959, committing but 
one error. He had 147 putouts and 149 assists for 297 total chances. 

Martin batted .260 for the Indians and hit nine home runs in 73 games and 242 at- 
bats He was hit by a pitched ball by Truman Clevinger at Washington on August 5 and 
it struck him below the left eye. It broke his cheekbone and broke his jaw in two places. 
Altogether it was broken in seven places. He was on the disabled list until September 5. 

Billy played in five World Series with the Yanks and had a .333 batting mark with 
six series home runs. 

He made one of the greatest plays in series history in the 1952 classic—a running 
grab of Jackie Robinson’s wind-blown pop fly. In the ’53 series he made 12 hits, tying 
a record, drove in eight runs, and 23 total bases. The total bases broke a record held 
by Babe Ruth. His fine showing came on 12 hits in 24 at-bats for a .500 mark with a 
double, two triples and two homers and eight RBI's. 

In the 1956 series he made a hit in every game, tying a record.

Eddie Kasko, 27-year-old infielder obtained in a trade with St. Louis in October of 
1958, turned in a very fine job for the 1959 Reds. The bespectacled righthander batted 
.283 in 118 games and tied for the longest hitting streak among the Reds with 15 
(Pinson and Bell also had 15 straight). Eddie improved with steady work as he batted 
.295 after the All-Star break, driving in ten runs in both August and September. He 
batted .369 against his former Cardinal teammates; .320 vs. Milwaukee and hit Pitts- 
burgh pitching for a mark of 302. 

The St. Louis Cardinals purchased Kasko from Richmond on October 14, 1955, and 
in 1956 Eddie batted .303 for Rochester in 147 games as a shortstop. 

He started out the 1957 campaign as a utility man with the Cardinals but when Ken 
Boyer was moved to the outfield, Eddie moved in at third base and had a fine .273 batting 
ad which earned him a berth on THE SPORTING NEWS’ National League All-Star 

ookie team. 


Kasko signed his first pro contract in 1949 with Baltimore (Int. Lg.) after graduating 
in 1948 from Linden, New Jersey, High. 


With Suffolk in 1950, Ed batted .25] as a second baseman and was picked for the 
Virginia League All-Star Game. 


With Schenectady as a shortstop in 1951, Eddie batted .246 before going into the 
Army from February 13, 1952, to February 12, 1954. 


Kasko won the Baseball Players Golf Tournament at Miami, Florida, last spring.

Gus Bell bounced back from an injury-plagued 1958 season to an otustanding job 
this past season as he hit .293, drove in 115 runs and blasted 19 home runs. 

Gus, one of the most talented and steadiest performers in the National League during 
his first five seasons as a Red (batting marks of .300; .299; .308; .292; and .292) was 
the victim of just about every bad break possible during the 1958 campaign. 

However, 1959 was a different season for Gus as he not only hit in his old-time style, 
but also led the National League outfielders in fielding for the second successive year 
(tied N.L. record). He set a major league record for “most consecutive games, no errors 
—by an outfielder, 199 (May 4, 1958-August 13, 1959, inclusive). 

Gus set a personal major league high with 115 RBI’s this past summer. His RBI 
output was higher than any player in the American League. 

In 1959 he batted .293 for the season; .293 against righthand pitchers; and .293 vs. 
lefthand pitchers. Gus really hit his stride after the All-Star Game, batting .320 for the 
remainder of the season. In July, Bell batted .310 with 28 RBI’s and in August .347 with 
29 runs chased across. His chief targets during 59 were Chicago (.385); Milwaukee 
(.333) ; Philadelphia (.314) ; and St. Louis (313).

“Don Newcombe pitched real well for us in 1959,” said Manager Fred Hutchinson 
at the close of the season, “he pitched a lot, had great control and is one of the hardest 
workers in the business. With any kind of breaks at all he should have won 18 or 20.” 

“Newk” was the leading Red pitcher as he won 13 and lost eight. 

Don lost his first decision on April 10 to the Phils, 2-1, on four hits, with the first hit 
coming in the seventh inning. He was charged with a defeat in his next game without 
being charged with an earned run and he dropped another to make his record read 0-3 
on April 24, 

Newk beat San Francisco in a complete game on May 5, then lost again and his 
record was 1-4 on May 10. 

Newcombe then went into high gear and pitched eight straight wins, all complete 
games, before losing, 6-5 in eleven innings at St. Louis on July 14. 

Newk went out of the game on July 26 after four innings and on July 31 after seven 
innings with a groin injury. The Reds won both games but Don didn’t receive credit. 

Newcombe led the National League pitchers in the batting department with a .305 
mark. Don had 21 RBI’s in 105 trips to the plate and hit three homers. As a pinch hitter 
he had 5 for 21 and drew ten bases on balls. 

On May 15, against Frisco, Newk had 3 for 4 and three RBI’s and on June 21 at 
Los Angeles had 4 for 4 with two walks, scored three runs and drove in four. 

In 1958 Don hit .353 as a pinch hitter for the Reds (6 for 17).

Frank House, the lefthanded hitting catcher acquired from Kansas City on Novem- 
ber 21, 1959, was one of the bigger bonus players in the game, receiving a bonus esti- 
mated from $72,000 to $82,000 from Detroit for signing in 1949 after being sought after 
by all the major league clubs. 

House, considered one of the better handlers of pitchers in the American League, 
joined the Flint team in 1949 after signing with the Tigers. The major leagues per- 
mitted one year of apprenticeship in the minors at that time for bonus players. 

After his Army duty he became Detroit’s number one backstop in 1954 under Mana- 
ger Fred Hutchinson. 

“Fred Hutchinson helped me greatly,” revealed House. “Hutch gave me a chance 
to play. He restored my confidence.” 

House is sometimes called “Pig,” because as a youngster in Alabama he was chubby 
and someone said he was as big as a house—but the boy lisped and it turned out 
“Pig House.” 

Stayed with Detroit until being traded on November 20, 1957, to Kansas City. 

Before graduating from Bessemer (suburb of Birmingham), Alabama High in 1948, 
Frank was an All-America High School center on the football team, playing from 
1945-47 and was also All-State and All-Southern; a basketball guard 1945-47 and 
captain in 1947; baseball catcher from 1944-47, being All-State, 1946-47 and captain 
in 1947. 

His first homer in the majors was in 1951 against Cleveland and it won the game 
for Detroit. On Opening Day in 1958 at Kansas City he walked and hit a pinch-hit grand 
slam home run in the same inning ... would like to get into broadcasting field after 
playing days.

“I saw Elio Chacon play second base for Havana in the playoffs last summer and 
he couldn’t do anything wrong. He hit, fielded, threw great, stole bases and was all- 
around terrific,” reported Cincinnati Scout Buzz Boyle. 

In 1958 Chacon was selected on the International League All-Star team as a short- 
stop as he hit .290 for Havana in 142 games and played a brilliant game afield. 

This past summer Elio played in only 124 games as a second baseman as he was 
hampered with illness which played havoc with his batting average. 

He regained his form late in the season and was a big factor in the Sugar Kings 
winning the Junior World Series. He batted .255 for the season. 

The righthanded Chacon broke into pro ball in 1956 and was named as the shortstop 
on the South Atlantic League All-Star team as he batted .278 for Savannah and played 
a great shortstop. He drew 82 bases-on-balls in 120 games. 

Playing for Manager Nap Reyes’ Havana team in 1957 the 5-9, 160-pounder con- 
tinued his sensational fielding and batted .256 in the Triple A International League in 
only his second year of professional baseball. 

Elio’s father, Pelayo Chacon, was one of the best ball players to come out of Cuba. 
the elder Chacon moved to Venezuela before Elio was born in order to teach school 
there. 

Chacon played amateur baseball in Venezuela and also in the winter league in 
Venezuela before entering pro ball. 

In his first pro grame he was spiked on the finger by the umpire who was calling 
a play at second base.

Raul Sanchez was a big factor in the Havana Sugar Kings winning the Little World 
Series in 1959. ; 


Sanchez had a 11-5 record for the regular season for Havana and was terrific in the 
playoffs, winning four games without a setback. Raul yielded just one run in 241, 
innings of pitching in the International League playoffs, winning three games. He posted 
an ERA of 2.00 in the Junior World Series. 


He spent the entire 1957 season with Cincinnati, appearing in 38 games, all in relief, 
posting a 3-2 mark. 


Sanchez broke into pro baseball in 1951, pitching for Big Spring and Havana. His 
impressive 2.21 ERA with Havana, which was then in the Florida-International League, 
earned him a promotion to Washington in the American League.

R. RICHARD ROHDE was named 
Trainer for the Cincinnati Reds on 
November 3, 1959. The popular 
“Doc” takes over a post he handled very 
capably for a period of fourteen years, 
from 1934 to 1947, until forced to re- 

linquish his duties because of illness in 

December of 1947. 


‘Doc Rohde is as fine a trainer as I 
have ever come into contact with in pro- 
fessional baseball,” said Jim Turner, 
former pitching coach for the New York 
Yankees and a former Red. 


“Doc Rohde,” revealed Frank McCor- 
mick the former Red first sacker, “was 
not only a great trainer during our 
championship days with the Cincinnati 
club but a great guy as well. He was a 
wonder in caring for the physical ail- 
ments of the players and nothing any of 
the players ever asked for was too big or 
too little for Doc to handle.” 


Doc was born in South Bend, Indiana 
on February 8, 1903. He was a fine foot- 
ball halfback for two years before grad- 
uating from South Bend High in 1925. 


He attended the Des Moines Still Col- 
lege of Osteopathy, graduating in 1931. 
The popular Doc was President of his 
Senior class in college. He has a license 


to practice Osteopathy in the State of 
Ohio. 


He interned at Des Moines General 
Hospital and practiced until he went 
with the Columbus Red Birds as Trainer 
for the 1932 and 1933 seasons. The Red 
Birds won the Junior World Champion- 
ship in 1933. He also practiced during 
the off-seasons.

OPENING GAME DATA 


F THE 75 “Openers,” Cincinnati has won 33 and lost 42. The largest crowd ever to 
stad? Red opener at Crosley Field was 35,747 as the Reds edged Pittsburgh, 6-5, 
in j 
All the Reds’ openers have been played in Cincinnati with the exception of the 1887 
game. Heavy rainfalls over a period of days washed out the Reds’ entire opening series. 
The club finally took a boat trip to Louisville and opened the season with a game in 
the Falls City. 
While every other “opener” has been played in Cincinnati, the Reds on two occasions 
had the game postponed but both times the game was subsequently played in Cincy. 
In 1894, the Reds were scheduled to open against Chicago in Cincinnati on Thursday, 
April 19, Ohio’s Governor William McKinley, later the nation’s President, was to throw 
out the first ball. But the contest was rained out and when it was postponed, McKinley 
had to change his plans. As a result, he missed the action in Cincinnati the following day. 
The 1913 opener in Cincinnati with Pittsburgh was postponed three times before it 
was finally played in Cincy on April 12. 
The National League long has recognized that Cincinnati is unique as an opening-day 
town. Other teams alternate between opening at home and on the road, but year after year, 
the Reds open at Crosley Field. When it is Cincinnati’s turn to open on the road, the league 
permits the Reds to open up a day early at home. 
Only twice in the last 38 years has Cincinnati ranked lower than second in the 
National League’s first-day attendance. Fourteen times they have topped the league 
during that span.

(.427); hits (1,448); runs (764); doubles (258); runs-batted-in (721); sacrifice 
flies (50); and total bases (2,257). 

Frankie Robinson (1b), Vada Pinson (of) andi John Temple (2b) named to 
National League All-Star Game team. 

Vada Pinson led majors in doubles (47) and runs scored (131) and was one of 
three National League players to play in all of their team’s games. Pinson tied a 
major league record by making “200 or more hits, first full season in majors” (205). 

Frank Robinson led National League in getting hit by pitched balls (8). 

John Temple led National League in sacrifice flies (13).

ohn Murdough is Travel Director for the Cincinnati Reds. At- 

tempting to describe what the duties of this position entails is 

difficult. The primary purpose of a Travel Director originally was 

to transport the ballplayers and equipment and planning the thou- 
sand details involved in moving a club from one city to another. 

idea as to what he must do is to imagine taking a family on 

vacation but instead of four, five or six people, having approximately 

fifty people to nursemaid. 

His duties are varied, intimate and constant. He is a combination 
transportation agent, dietitian, marriage counselor, general nurse- 
maid, morale officer, finance department, peacemaker, apologist, all- 
et answer man and the fellow who is supposed to fix everybody's 
troubles. 


Spring training is a busy phase of the Travel Director’s life. He 
must make up the schedule of games the team plays in the south and 
enroute north; assemble the playing and official personnel at the camp 
(this means arranging their transportation, etc, from their homes all 
over the U.S. to the spring camp); make certain hotel accommoda- 
tions are immediately available for the players when they arrive: see 
that the park employees are on hand to maintain the diamonds, ete.: 
have bats, baseballs, uniforms and training equipment and 
paraphernalia ready; arrange transportation jor the player 
towns for exhibition games; check receipts of the games w 
ball clubs and an additional thousand duties. 

During the regular season he completes contracts with he 
: . airlines, bus and drayage companies for movement of the ball 
ae .. checks on baggage and equipment with the Equipment } 
es ae Trainer, arranges rooming list for the players on the road, issues meal 

a money to the players; checks the ballpark turnstiles with the visiting 
club daily for attendance figures and at the end of each series checks 
a oe attendance, receipts, and money due each club. 

These are just some of the duties of this youthful baseball veteran. 

: Despite his young age (born April 19, 1919 at Norwood, Ohio), 

oh Murdough is one of the oldest employees of the ball club in point of 
. years. 

The late Harry Murdcough, John’s father, was Ticket Manager for 
the Reds for many years and it was natural that John gravitated to 
the park at an early age. He filled in as errand boy and various jobs 
as an eight-year-old. He subsequently worked as a Ticket Taker, Stile 
Boy, Ticket Seller, Usher and in 1941 moved up to Ticket Clerk. In 
November of 1946 he was promoted to Ticket Manager and in October 
of 1951 was named Travel Director. 

Murdough attended Sycamore High School where he played base- 
ball and basketball. He also attended the University of Cincinnati for 
two years. 

John’s mother, Mrs. Shirley Murdough, lives in Montgomery, Ohio. 

On January 15, 1949, John married Helen Fox. They live at 3547 
Skyview Lane in Cincinnati with their two children, Debbie ( 2/19/52) 
and John Jeffrey (10/25/56).
